Its Not Upon the Vet, But the Life 
AtHome, the Ways of War Have Set

In the Pacific, in the rare moments when we 
had the time and the inclination to talk about 
matters so remote from our own small problems 
of daily living, we used to laugh heartily or 
swear fervently, depending upon how we felt at 
the moment, at those alarm-crying articles we 
read in dog-eared magazines which announced 
pontificaliy that the returning hero was going to 
be most foully maladjusted to the routine of liv- 
ing.in a peace-time world. 

As a veteran of nearly three weeks of peace- 
time living, I find that our derision was justified. 
Without the slightest strain or pain | have slip- 
ped back into my old habits, and even the bad 
ones, I fear, such as sloth and day-dreaming, fit 
as comfortably upon me as does that old beaten- 
up brown tweed coat I left hanging in the closet 
when I went away. 


Restriction Remnants 

Without intending to speak lightly of those 
men, and there are many, who came out of the 
war with some genuine mental] quirks wrought 
by their experiences, 1 think 1 can say with safety 
that the things which cause most of us returning 
heroes to mumble, twitch, and look desperately 
about with a wild glare, are those remnants of 
wartime restrictions which you of the home front 
have endured so long they have become almost 
the norma! way of life. 

It leaves a man al) unstrung to climb up on a 
stool at a soda fountain at Five Points, in the 
city of Atlanta, the ancient domain of the Can- 
diers themselves, and ask for a douple dope with 
@ little lime and to have the jerk—the soda jerk, 
of course—-behind the fountain say, ‘We got no 
cokes but I'll give you a small li’ made.” 

It fills him with a feeling of frustration, too, 
to walk hopefully into a haberdashery and ask 
for a shirt, size 1612, 35-inch sleeves, please, and 
to have the clerk, laughing hoarsely, his eyes 
glittering with a strange madness, inquire: “And 
what. my friend, is a shirt?” 


Strain on Nerves 


Most of us, in the days of our valor, have 
ridden in vehicles under circumstances conducive 
to nervousness, where ponderous machines such 
as six-wheel trucks, bulldozers, cats, field guns 
on wheels, sea-going ducks and other wheeled, 
treaded and trailered monsters shouldered each 
other on narrow, dark and slippery roads while 
bombs and artillery fire fell hither and yon. 
But even such a situation as this creates a ten- 
sion only slightly more nerve-wracking than driv- 
ing from The Constitution office down Broad 
street to Peachtree and thence out Peachtree 
road on a rainy afternoon about 5:30 when the 
evening traffic lets loose. 

In a jeep or one of those hump-backed com- 
Mand cars you can at least see what is about to 
hit you, or what you are about to hit. But in 
the modern passenger car—if you can call] that 
ancient clunker of mine modern—you sit so low 
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the visibility & less than that in a Sherman tank 
with the battle-flaps down, and if it is a rainy 
afternoon with the windows all steamy and a 
million lights reflecting from every side, you 
might as well be peering out of an opalescent jug. 


So these are the things that irk and sometimes 
unnerve us—the annoyances and hazards of 
peacetime living. But our overseas experiences 
have nothing to do with our irritated reactions, 
except by a reverse process. We have come 
from a life that in many respects was simpler 
than the one you knew at home. We couldn’t get 
soft drinks on Okinawa, naturally, until late in 
the campaign but it didn’t trouble us, because 
we didn’t expect to. But to get a shirt all you 
had to do was see the quartermaster if you could 
find him, and if he could find the shirts, which 
were probably stowed away under a .canvas 
somewhere with two tons of bridge timbers on 
top of them. And even right up at the front, on 
supply routes that were jammed with traffic, 
there were always combat MPs to guide, chide 
and otherwise control drivers who were a hazard 
to their fellows. 


Questionable Humor 


, We used to get pretty nervous out in the is- 
lands, I admit. F remember a couple of times, 
standing in chow lines when some idiot with the 
sense of humor of a mentally deficient chimpan- 
zee would make that dry, rustling, whistling 
sound which was the sound of a Jap frag bomb 
falling. And everybody would hit the deck, flat, 
with beans and loaf-bread and coffee flying all 
over the place. The first time we just warned 
him. The second time somebody fixed it so it 
wouldn’t happen again. You cannot make that 
sound without your front teeth. 


I used to wonder if that sound, and the sound 
ofa siren caterwauling, wouldn’t always linger 
in the back of our minds, so that, far away, in 
later years, amid civilized scenes, we might not 
do something foolish and convulsive if we heard 
them unexpectedly. I think not, for I passed 
my first test the other night. 

The Japs used to come over at 2:30 every 
morning; and the sirens would begin to blow, 
faint and far away to the north, and then closer, 
and we would leap from our sacks and dive for 
the foxhole, still half asleep when we hit. Well, 
the other morning my daughter, age 2, wailed 
from her bed with the identical note of that siren 
that used to blow the first raid warning from up 
toward Chimu airfield on Okinawa. And I didn’t 
leap from my bed and jump out the window, 
screaming “What So-and-So picked up my hel- 
met?” I started to, for that thin, high wail was 
unmistakably the same and the hour was the 
same and it was dark. Then I remembered 
where I was and rolled out grumbling and fum- 
bling for my robe and slippers, and went back 
and changed her britches, just like I used to do 
for the others, before the war. 

I knew then I wag home safe, mentally, 


“You can't blame returning vet- 
erans for such an attitude—they 
fought to preserve our homes, then 
came back to find no home for 
their own families,” says Mrs. Le- 
gare Davis, chairman of the local 
USO home placement staff. 


SHE KNOWS 


Mrs. Davis knows whereof she 
speaks. Atlanta’s USO, where the 
chairman’s desk is “always banked 
10 deep with anxious servicemen’s 
wives and babies, who have no- 
where else to go,” used to have 
3,000 calls a month. Now the 
placement staff is so swamped 
with applications for shelter for 
GI families, members have 
stopped keeping count. 

Veterans are receiving the ma- 
jor portion of attention. But plain 
civilians moving to the city are 
finding the same conditions. The 
USO, naturally, deals only with 
servicemen or veterans. 


“We feel most sorry for vet- 
erans who come back to brides) 
and new babies—and who have to’ 
live apart from them, forfeiting 
the home life many have been 
dreaming of for two and three 
years overseas,’ Mrs. Davis said. 
USO workers are sympathetic but 
helpless. They point out that “At-

Florida Fog Forces 
Hunt for 27 Fliers 


To Swamp Dragging 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 8.—(AP)—A low fog hid reported clues Saturday to the fate of pas 
sible survivors among 27 missing Naval airmen as scores of planes hovered over the area 
between Orlando and Melbourne where flares and fires were seen Friday night. 

Land search parties in jeeps, “weasel” marsh buggies and amphibious alligators were 
rushing to the scene in the desolate marshlands in north central Florida, the Navy ip 
Miami reported. “We don’t want to get any hopes up too high, but we are moving everys 


thing to find those men if they 
are alive,” Commodore H. H. 
Benson, of Seventh Naval District 
headquarters, told the Associated 
Press in an exclusive interview. 

“Once the sun burns through 
that fog we'll know what we've 
got.” 

Commodore Benson said weight 
was added to the possibility that 
some of the fliers—missing since 
last Wednesday—may have landed 
in the Melbourne-Orlando area by 
the fact that farmers in the vicin- 
ity reported having heard an ex- 
plosion on the night the squadron 
of five Naval torpedo bombers 
vanished. 

SEARCHING BOMBER LOST 

A Martin bomber which went 
out to hunt for the torpedo craft 
with 13 men aboard also is miss- 
ing. 

Truck-borne “alligators” were 
being sped to the scene from Mi- 
ami, ready to wade across the 
swampy interior, and jeeps. and 
other vehicles were racing from 
nearer points.on the coast. 

First reports of clues in the Or-

OPA Policies 


Farmers and farm leaders in 
this area, who have a sizable stake 
in price control, want to have a 
hand in framing future OPA polli- 
cies relatirig to agriculture. 

This fact was brought out in a 
meeting of OPA’s agricultural ad- 
visory committee with farmers of 
this area, held at the Chamber of 
Commerce building Friday. The 
meeting culminated in the appoint- 
ment of a “resolution co ttee” 
of farmers to report farming needs 
and requests to OPA at an early 
date. 

G. C. Williams, of Walton coun- 
ty, was named chairman of the 
farmers’ committee. 

Farm problems and their rela- 
tion te activities of the OPA were 
discussed at the all-day meeting, 
presided over by M. EB. Brewster, 
OPA district information execu- 
tive and farm liaison officer. 
Thirty farmers, representing 10 of 
the 72 counties in middle and 
north Georgia, attended. 

OPA spokesmen paid tribute to 
Georgia farmers, who last year in- 
creased their production by 28 per 
cent in the face of 7 per cent less 
labor and a shortage of fertilizer. 
Edgar C. Young, OPA regional ag- 
ricultural advisor, and Richard W. 
Florrid, assistant state director, 
called on farmers to support OPA 
in “holding the line’ against in- 
flationary pressures on farth ma- 
chinery and construction. 

“You contributed as much as 
any single other home-front group 
toward bringing about V-J Day. 
Now, we're asking you to help us 
establish a true ‘V-I’—Victory 
Over ‘Inflation—Day!”

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‘British Vow 
To Get Java 
For Dutch 


BATAVIA, Java, Dec. 8.—(P)— 
The British were reported by high 
sources Saturday to have decided 
to bring in whatever reinforce- 
ments are necessary to restore or- 
der and guarantee Dutch sover- 
eignty in the Netherlands East 
Indies. 


The plan, disclosed as new 
clashes flared in three Javanese 
cities, was said to include bring- 
‘ing in Dutch troops as well as 


' more British forces. 


This decision, which apparently 
rules out any consideration of 
Indonesian demands for complete 
independence, was said to have 
been reached at the Singapore 
conference Thursday between 
Adm. Lord Louis Mountbatten and 
British, French and Dutch com- 
manders. 

A high British spokesman said 
Lt. Gen. Sir Philip Christison, Al- 
lied commander in the Indies, was 
empowered to “restore and main- 
tain order” to permit “constitu- 
‘tional reform and a measure of 
self-government for the Indones- 
ians within the framework of the 
Netherlands kingdom.” 

The Indonesians already have 
rejected a Dutch offer for local 
self-government and are insisting 
upon complete independence. 

The Dutch news agency Aneta 
quoted Dr. Hubertus J. Van Mook, 
acting governor general, however, 
as saying the door still was open 
for discussions with Indonesian 
leaders. 

Van Mook, who headed 
Dutch delegation at the Singapore 
conference, said: “I see a much 
greater possibility than last week, 
or weeks ago, that new and direct 
meetings .between the Dutch and 
Indonesians will materialize at an 
early date.”

Is Revealed 
At Last 


KINGSPORT, Tenn., Dec. 8.— 
()}—Production at Holston Ord- 
nance Works of RDX and its ac- 
companying composition B, the 
most powerful explosive before 
the atomic bomb, was revealed 
Saturday in a story copyrighted 
by the Kingsport Times. 

The story told of the develop- 
ment of Holston Ordnance Works 
into the largest manufacturer of 
high explosives known to exist in 
the pre-atgmic age. From the ac- 
count: 


RDX, known as composition B 
when combined with TNT, was 
used in bombs over Germany and 
Japan, but perhaps its greatest job 
was that for which it was origi- 
nally commissioned and HOW cre- 
ated, the winning of the battle of 
the Atlantic. 

The development of HOW by 
Tennessee Eastman Corporation 
began Nov. 4, 1941, when the of- 
fice of the chief of ordnance asked 
TEC to help develop a process for 
recovery of acetic acid used in 
making RDX. Seventy-nine days 
later TEC had accepted a National 
Defense Research Committee as- 
signment to build a pilot plant to 
make RDX by a method developed 
by Dr. W. E. Bachman, of Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

During this 79-day period, H. G. 
Stone, works manager for TEC, 
proposed a method for refining 
acetic acid to the required grade. 

The first laboratory run of RDX 
in a continuous reactor, a process 
designed to guarantee the manu- 
facture of a significant amount of 
explosive within the shortést pos- 
sible time, was made. Four days 
later the first pilot plant run was 
made Feb. 17, 1942. 

The late Secretary of Navy 
Knox said that in the first 54 days 
of 1942 Nazi subs attacked 114 
ships in the Atlantic, with only 
three of the marauders sunk.

Marshall Expected First Jap Blow 
To Hit West Coast Aircraft Plants 


By J. W. DAVIS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(>)— 
The U.S. high command expected 


the Japanese to bomb airplane fac- | 
tories in Seattle, Wash., and San | 


Diego, Cal., rather than Pearl 
Harbor in 1941, Gen. Marshall dis- 
closed Saturday. 

Questioned by the joint con- 
gressional Pear] Harbor investigat- 
ing committee, the wartime chief 
of staff testified that he and other 
high officers thought this way 
early in December, 1941: 

“I assumed Guam would be 
taken, probably Wake, though 
taking Wake island would be 
more difficult. There was a possi- 
bility that an effort would be 


made to strike at the Panama ca- 
nal, our air plants in Seattle and | 
San Diego.” 

Marshall said he thought “the | 
most improbable” form of the Jap- | 
anese assault would be what ac-| 
tually happened—a blow at Ha- 
Wall. 

Marshall told of his prewar | 
views under questioning of Rep. | 
Gearhart, Republican, California. | 

Gearhart repeatedly asked why 
Marshall did not take more notice 
of Lt. Gen. Walter C. Short’s mes- 
sage that he had placed the Ha- 
Waiian garrison on only a “sabo- 
tage” alert Nov. 28, 1941. Short 
gave this information in replying 
to a message on Nov. 27 that 
hostile action was possible. 

“That was my opportunity to) 
intervene and I didn’t take it,” 
Marshall replied frankly. “Just 
why, I don’t know.” 

Gearhart also asked a number 
of questions about the informa- 
tion former Secretary of State 
Hull gave Marshall on diplomatic 


maneuvers. | 

Marshall replied to most of| 
these that he could not recollect | 
details. He did say he had a firm | 


remembrance that about Nov. 25,!\ers stressed the likelihood of Jap- 


1941, Hull declared that there was 
no chance of an agreement with 
Japan and that the situation was 
in the hands of the Army and 
Navy. 

In reviewing the warnings to 
Hawaii just before war began, 
Gearhart sought to develop that 
a sabotage alert was perhaps the 
only one Gen. Short could put 
into effect and yet not “alarm the 
population.” Marshall had warned 
that the civilian population was 
not to be unduly disturbed. 

The witness said that wasn’t so. 

“It was a strong desire of the. 
Army and the Navy ana the Pres- 
ident,” Marshall said, “that the 
Japanese be given no opportunity 
to claim we had made some overt 
act. If they could create a situa- 
tion, however illogical or unjust, 
to force the American people to 
believe we had forced them into 
war, we would have had a divid- 
ed country and that would have 
been a terrible thing. 


“There was a divided opinion 
in this country at that time. The 


people could not know generally | 
the aggressive acts the Japanese | 
were making in the Far East. We| 
labored constarftly under the com- 
plications of maintaining peace- 
time standards under those con- 
ditions.” 

Gearhart said a full alert such 
as Marshall commanded would 
have meant “filling the air with 
planes at Hawaii, every soldier 
in battle dress, trucks and sol- 
diers running all over the place.” 

Marshall disagreed, contending 
it would have meant only that ev- 
ery plane should be armed, equip- 
ped and ready, and reconnaissance 
extended out to sea. The ground 
forces could have been deployed 
without excitement, he insisted. 

Gearhardt remarked that many 


messages sent overseas command- 


anese attack at a number of places, 
but not Pearl Harbor. 

“What effect do you think that 
had on the minds of Short and 
Kimmel?” asked Gearhart. Adm. 
Husband E. Kimmel was the Navy 
commander at Pearl Harbor. , 

“They were both men of ‘long 
experience, military judgment and 
high rank,” Marshall responded. 
“They knew why Hawaii was set 
up in a military way as it was. 
They knew the capacity of the Jap- 
anese to do certain things under 
certain circumstances. We did not 
have to tell them that.” 

Ferguson questioned Marshall 
closely on whether he could have 
been consilered “available” on the 
morning of Dec. 7, 1941, while he 
was horseback riding near his 
quarters at Fort Myer. Ferguson 
observed that there was an ar- 
rangement whereby Marshall’s 
deputy could act for him in an 
emergency. 


“In one sense, I was and in an- 
other, I wasn’t,” Marshall replied. 
“In fairness to my deputy, if he 
knew I was on only an hour’s ab- 
sence he would have quite a de- 
cision to make.” 

“We have heard how Hawaii 
was alerted, how the Philippines 
was alerted,” Ferguson continued. 
“Was Washington alerted?” 

Marshall said there was an of- 
ficer on duty in his office all night 
to handle important messages and 
he was sure the situation was the 
same in Gerow’s offices. He added 
that he didn’t know about the mil- 
itary intelligence office—saying 
“You'll have to ask Gen. (Sher- 
man) Miles (then chief of G-2) 
that.” 

The former Army chief of staff 
testified that “We were well into 
the war” before the British were 
willing to risk sharing the secret 
of how they obtained enemy infor- 
mation.

About 15 per cent crowded by day and by night with 


Americans on the wing. 

The irony of this situation is 
almost fantastic. For places of in- 
terest in Georgia to tourists are 
legion. They have always been 
here. They are still here. A state 
wholly lacking in tourist con- 
sciousness, Georgians have made 
ino effort to capitalize upon “the 
itching foot” of the genus Ameri- 
can. For the most part, the state's 


places of interest are unmarked 


and often lacking in adequate 


roads to reach them. 


Each year tourists by the tens | 
of thousands roll along Georgia's | 


highways, roll along in a con- 
stantly swelling stream. But they 
do not stop in Georgia. And for 


that there’s a reason: Georgia has | 


no adequate accommodations for 


‘them, in places for them to eat, in 


' 


| ated 


| 


places for them to sleep. Thus, 
the tourist horde, people with 
plenty of money to spend, just 
keep rolling along until they get 
out of Georgia. And then they 
spend their money. 


MEET THE NEEDS 

Clearly, before Georgia can hope 
to compete in the tourist business, 
there must be adequate accommo: 
dations designed to meet the needs 
of the tourists-—places for tourists 
to eat, places for them to sleep 
and things for them to do and to 
see. And that’s a problem which 
Georgia can solve. 

What have other states done? 
The Constitution’s survey shows 
they have met the situation in a 
big way, a successful way, For 
example: 

New Mexico, which has far less 


than Georgia, within 12 years has 


' built up the tourist business until 
it is now in the state’s biggest in- 
dustry, an industry that brings 


$85,000,000 a year into the state 


and five years from now will 
probably bring in twice as much. 

Arizona during the same period 
has also gone out after the tourist 
industry as big business which 

/now is worth $80,000,000 a year 
to the state, with the volume in- 
creasing year by year. 

TEXAS KNOWS 

Texas and Oklahoma, not pri- 

marily tourist states, have long 
recognized the tourist industry as 
big business which annually 
brings into these states many 
'millions of dollars. In El Paso 
alone the tourist business is worth 
$11,000,000 a year and in cities 
like Fort Worth and Dallas it 
brings in almost as much. 

Arkansas and Mississippi, states 
not nearly as well off as Georgia 
in the way of resources, are ap- 
parently getting ahead faster than 
Georgia and are now going after 
the tourist industry in a big way. 

Such revelations as these ought 
to make Georgians realize the 
magnitude of the Lost Opportu- 
nity, the opportunity that flows 
without ceasing along the Open 
Road, the paved highway into the 
far horizon. 

What to do about it. . 
to make a start. 

A POSTWAR PROGRAM 

In the beginning, The Consti- 
tution suggests that the people of 
Georgia face the economic facts 
with cold realism. As for itself, 
this newspaper favors an economy 
of full employment. Naturally, as 
part of that economic setup, it 
favors the creation of conditions 
in Georgia that will enable Geor- 
gians to stay here for their eco- 
nomic opportunity; that, in partic- 
ular, will enable Georgia's GI

Today, when arrows have 
given place to block-busters, when 
chariots have been superseded by 
tanks, when spears have been sup- 
planted by atomic bombs that lay 
desolate waste in the tick of a 
watch a city larger and more pop- | 
ulous than that builded by David 
on Mount Zion, the acute need of 
every heart of consolation is to be 
felt. 

“And in the Bible, with its ten- 
der story of God's yearning after 
the love of man, in spite of man’s 
misunderstanding and all too fre- 
quent rejection of that all-surpass- 
ing love, there is that consolation. 
For every man knows, within his 
heart, that however stained and 
soiled he may be with mundane 
pursuits, he still is an ambassador 
of the most high God in a country | 
that is not quite his home.

Southern Governors’ 
Conference Permanent 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 8.—(?)— 
The Southern Governors’ Confer- 
ence Saturday voted permanent or- 
ganization but postponed provision 
of a secretariat until the next 
meeting. 

Two plans had been proposed— 
a secretariat supported by appro- 
priations from the states or an or- 
ganization supplied by the South- 
ern Association of Science and In- 
dustry. 

The latter group, Gov. Millard 
Caldwell, of Florida, told the con- 
ference, “is composed of top-flight 
business, agricultural, industrial, 
financial and educational men of 
the south.” 

The association, he continued, 
“proposes to act for the southern 
governors at its own expense, to 
es‘ablish an office and to provide 
a secretariat for the southern gov- 
ernors.” 

Voicing strong opposition to such 
an arrangement was Gov. Chaun- 
cey Sparks, of Alabama, who saw 
“no more reason for the Associa- 
tion of Industry and Science fur- 


nishing us with a secretary than 
for the CIO. 

“These people are high type,” 
he went on, “but there is no more 
politically minded group in the 
state. You don’t see them on the 
stump; but you find them behind 
the closed doors. 


“They have the sinews of poli- 
tics and,they don’t hesitate to use 
them,” he declared, asserting the 
governors’ conference was “abso- 
lutely independent and ought not 
to be beholden to anyone. 
should be financed through public 
funds.” 

Other governors balked at the 
alternate plan calling for assess- 
ments on the member states, esti- 
mated at a total annual minimum 
of $20,000, without further study. 

After protracted discussion the 
conference declared itself a per- 
manent organization and contin- 
ued the life of a committee on 
permanent organization which 
would consider ways and means 
of obtaining a secretariat, report- 
ing back at the next conference.

Whitehall at Mitchell 
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Civil Worker 
Can Release 
Anxious GI 


Returning veterans have been 

uring into Fort McPherson in 
ncreasing numbers in the past few 
weeks, and pouring out equally 
as fast; but there is another group 
of servicemen and women at the 
fort who are just as anxious to 
be discharged as the next man. 
This won't happen, though, unless 
nearly 600 civilian workers ave 
found in the near future to replace 
these military workers and give 
them a chance to try civilian life. 

Here’s why 600 civilians are 
needed at the Fort McPherson 
Separation Center. Points for dis- 
charge have now dropped to 55, 
and that number is still decreas- 
ing at the rate of about five points 
a month, so it means that the 
many men and women in the serv- 
ice who are still working at the 
separation center will soon be eli- 
gible for their discharges from the 


Army. 

Capt. H. W. DiCristina, public 
relations officer at Fort McPher- 
son, said that “last week we re- 
ceived an order stating that a re- 
cruiting campaign must be initi- 
ated immediately for civilian per- 
sonnel to replace all military per- 
sonnel, including key and super- 
Visory personnel, except where 
military skills, status and train- 
ing are essential. This means that 
the Army is trying its best to 
get all of the men eligible for dis- 
charge out of the Army and let 
civilians take their places.” 
CHANCE TO HELP 

“Here is your chance now to get 
a good paying job and one that 
you can truthfully say is making 
some veteran happy afd enabling 
him to go home and be a citizen 
again,” observes the captain. 

Many kinds of jobs are open 
now. They offer innumerable op- 
portunities for more than 225 
clerk-typists, 33 addressograph op- 
erators and artists, 215 clerks to 
check, compute and do general 
clerical work and a great number 
of moving picture projection op- 
erators.

“The separation center 
offices are especially hungry for 
typists. Even if you are a little 
Tusty or think that you aren’t 
capable, give it a try anyway— 
we can train you.’

Arnold declared. “I think it is 
time someone published a clear- 
cut digest of present-day driving 
regulations and omitted the con- 
fusing rules which have been out- 
dated.” 


Much of the benefit that could 
be derived from the present one- 
way streets is being t because 
of improper driving, Arnold/» 
charged. He explained that on al- 
most all one-way streets the traffic 
semophores have been synchro- 
nized to keep traffic sovint | at 22 
miles per hour. 

“If you could force drivers to

stay within their proper traffic 
lanes and keep moving, the one- 
way streets would do much to 
drain off the downtown conges- 
tion,” Arnold said. “However, 
this cannot be done until suffi- 
cient motorcycle patrolmen are 
available to ride the streets and 
enforce the laws.” 

Arnold joined G. Neal Ellis, 
first assistant chief of police and 
head of the city traffic bureau, 
in an appeal for at least 50 addi- 
‘tional traffic policemen several 
‘months ago. The request was re- 
ferred to the city council finance 
committee by council's police com- 
mittee. 

To emphasize the need for more 
men, Arnold pointed out that 4,500 
fewer traffic cases had been made 
through Dec. 5, 1945, than were 
made for a similar period of 194hk 
He also stressed the fact -that in 
1941 the traffic bureau consisted 
of 96 men and now the bureau has 
but 50 men. 

The alarming death rate consid- 
erately dropped after a series of 
news stories published in The Con- 
stitution in mid-September called 
attention to the high death rate.

Urges Action on 
Plan To Broaden 
City Civil Service 


Extension of civil service to all 
city departments is no lame duck 
proposal, J. Allen Couch, third 
ward councilman who will retire 
next Jan. 7, said yesterday as he 
urged action on his most recent 
effort to broaden the base of city 
civil service to include _ school 
teachers, policemen, firemen and 
employes of the legal and library 
departments. 

City council’s ordinance com- 
mittee will hold a special hearing 
at 2 p. m. tomorrow on @ resolu- 
tion which would ask the Georgia 
legislature to amend the city char- 
ter to provide supervision of all 
city departments by the person- 
nel board, which directs civil serv- 
ice for all divisions except those 
specifically exempted. The per- 
sonnel board has approximately 
3,000 of the 4,750 municipal work- 
ers under its jurisdiction. 

Couch’s proposal would include 
all departments, and was offered 
as an amendment to one offered 
in council last Monday by Alder- 
man Ed A. Gilllam, which would 
have added the police force only. 

Although Couch and Gilliam 
consistently have favored exten- 
sion of civil service, the five de- 
partments still operating inde- 
pendent of the personnel board 
are expected to resist inclusion. 

Delegations from each of the 
five are expected to appear be- 
fore council’s ordinance commit- 
tee to urge the committee to ad- 
verse the Gilliam-Couch proposal 
and to allow them to remain in- 
dependent.

15 War Vets, Two Civilians 
Die in Montana Air Crash 


BILLINGS, Mont., Dec. 8.— 
(UP)—Fifteen soldiers and two 
civilians were killed and six others 
were injured Saturday when a 
C-47 Army transport, en route to 
Seattle on a routine flight from 
Newark, N. J., crashed and burned 
in a field one mile south of the 
Billings airport during a snow- 
storm. 


All of the servicemen were 
overseas veterans en route to west 
coast distribution centers for dis- 
charge or reassignment, according 
to an Army Air Corps officer from 
the Ferry Command headquarters 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, who refused 
to allow his name to be used. He 
explained that he was in Billings 
on.a routine inspection trip when 
the tragedy occurred. 

The huge plane, operated by 
Northwest Airlines through con- 
tractual arrangement with the 
Army, crashed as it came in for a 
landing on the field, located sev- 
eral hundred feet above the city, 
about 2:15 a. m. (MST). 

Northwest Aijrlines identified 
the pilot as George D. Miller and 
the co-pilot as Vernon W. Pfann- 
kuck, both of Minneapolis. Names 
of the Army men, however, were 
withheld pending notification of 
next of kin. 

The cause of the crash has not 


been determined as yet. Appar- 
ently trying to find a “hole” in 
the storm to land, the plane was 
reported in constant contact with 
the control tower as 
over Billings several times. Sud- 
denly contact was broken and the 
plane was found virtually demol- 
ished and burning in the valley 
below. 

Bodies were scattered over a 
wide area, according to police of- 
ficers who were called to the 
scene of the crash. They said the 
plane apparently crashed after it 
struck the tops of several trees 
and barely missed several high- 
tension wires. Only a few hundred 
yards away were the almost ver-

and ever since then I have declar- 
ed again and again that the basis 
of policy on seizing power must 
be an understanding with England. 

“Even today I have not yet giv- 
en up hope that this understanding 
can be athieved when a certain 
period of time has elapsed after 
the war. .

“T have to insist on two condi- 
tions: Firstly, an exact delineation 
of spheres of influence, and sec- 
ondly, a return of some of the for- 
mer German colonies.” 


TO SAVE ENGLAND'S FACE 

Considering the military  posi- 
tion then prevailing, I thought 
England would negotiate without 
the loss of prestige only if she had 
a reason visible to the whole world 
for entering parleys with Ger- 
many. 

I therefore decided to supply 
this reason by going personally to 
England. 

At the moment of my departure 
I addressed a letter to the fuehrer 
giving the reasons for my flight. 
In this letter I stated, approxi- 
mately, that: 

“After contact with me the Brit- 


tion to declare it has become con- 
vinced in the course of conversa- 
tions with me that proposals of the 
fuehrer looking toward an under- 
standing had been made in earn- 
est.” 

HIS TALK WITH BRITONS 

I repeated the contents of my 
letter to such personages in Eng- 
land as I met there after my ar- 
rival. 

The attitude which motivated 
me perhaps is best expressed in 
what I said during a conversation 
with one of these Britishers: 

The decision concerning my 
‘flight was without doubt the hard- 
‘est I ever made in my life. It was 
| rendered easier, however, when I 
visualized endless rows of chil- 
|dren’s coffins both in Germany 
‘and in England with mothers in 
dire distress following behind, and 
similar rows of coffins of mothers 
killed by bombs with crying chil- 
‘dren following. 
| I sdlemnly declare that neither 
Hitler nor anybody else knew in 
advance of my intention to fly to 
England, except an adjutant whom 
| I took into my confidence. 


‘HOW HE OBTAINED PLANE 

| I obtained the plane from Willi 
‘Messerschmitt under the pretext 
that I needed the machine for 
long-range training flights with- 
in Germany. 

| As to Prof. Dr. Karl Haushofer, 
'I merely asked him for a few 
lines of recommendation to the 
Duke of Hamilton under the pre- 
text that, with Hitler’s knowledge, 
I wanted to meet the Duke on neu- 
tral soil. (It was near the estate 
of the Duke of Hamilton that Hess 
parachuted to earth in Scotland in 
May of 1941.) 

I decided to fly shortly after 
the above mentioned conversation 
with the fuehrer in June of 1940. 
The delay of nearly a year was 
caused by difficulties in 
ing a machine and long-range 
equipment as well as by ever un- 
favorable weather condtions.

a sizable and enthusiastic audience welcomed Vladimir Zo- 
rin, Ralph Lawton and Mme. Dofis Jelks, faculty members 
of the Wesleyan Conservatory, of Macon, in a program of 
Russian music, presented in the ball foom of the Atlanta 
* Woman’s Club by the Local Artists division of the Music 
Club. 


The program offered a veritable 
symposium of Russian composers, 


16 in all, from Glinka and Tschai- 
Balakireff, Moussorgsky 
and Borodin, Scriabine, Rubinstein 


and Gretchaninoff to the modern- 
ists, Stravinsky and Prokofiev. It

Viadimir Zorin, former soloist 
with the Don Cossack chorus, has

Brazilian Offers 
Louis-Conn Bout 
Three Million 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 8.—( UP) 
Joaquim Rolla, multi-millionaire 
gambling “king” of Brazil, con- 
firmed this week that he and his 
associates were offering Promoter 
Mike Jacobs of New York a guar- 
antee of $3,000,000 to stage the 
Louis-Conn fight at the Quitan- 
dinha resort next July. 

Rolla, whose ownership of four 
gambling casinos and control of 
seven others made him one of Bra- 
zils wealthiest men, told re- 
porters: 

“My associates and I are willing 
to put $3,000,000 on the line to 
bring the heavyweight champion- 
ship fight to Quitandinha. My 
New York agent has notified Mike 
Jacobs to that effect.” 

Rolla said his advisors estimated 
that he and his associates prob- 
ably would lose about $750,000 on 
the bout—‘“all things considered,” 
—but that they figured the pub- 
licity for the $11,500,000 resort 
would be worth far more than 
that—‘“‘or any other loss.” 

Rolla, a mule trader's son who 
parlayed brains and take-a-chance 
courage into a gambling empire, 
smiled and added: 

“However, I don’t 
dropping a nickel on this fight. I 
plan to attract and accommodate 
more than 100,000 spectators. Just 
how that will be done is my secret 
of the moment. 

“You watched me build the 
great Quitandinha, when everyone 
said such a project was prepos- 
terous. Well, watch me again. I'll 
put on the greatest championship 
prize fight show in history, if 
Mike Jacobs will do business.”

Minor Loop 
Rebellion 
Is Doomed 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—(UP)—The 
minor leagues, which openly re- 
belled against Commissioner A. B. 
(Happy) Chandler at their meet- 
ings in Columbus, Ohio, last week, 
are scheduled to be thoroughly 
“squelched” at the annual major 
league meeting which opens here 
tomorrow. 

Big league leaders, checking 
into overcrowded Chicago hotels 
today, were practically solid in 
their prediction chat the minors 
will receive only a smattering of 
what they asked at Columbus. 

The National and . American 
Leagues will take up some of the 
minor leagues’ proposals tomor- 
row and-are expected to: (1) veto 
the minor leagues’ bonus legisla- 
tion, and (2) deny the Pacific 
Coast League its bid for major 
league status, an attempt to break 
the 40-year big league monopoly 
of the National and American 
Leagues. 

The three-day sessions here are 
the most important since the big 
league owners elected Chandler 
as commissioner last April. And 
most of the big news is expected 
to revolve around the not-so-hap- 
py Kentuckian, whose authority 
as baseball’s supreme ruler was 
knocked down considerably by 
the minor leagues. 

CHANDLER STANDING PAT 

The publicized assault on Chan- 
dler by the minors is expected to 
die a quiet death here, however, 
since the little fellows were not 
snipping at Chandler as much as 
the major leagues. The former 
senator, who has weathered nu- 
merous blasts since taking over as 


commissioner, is merely the mid- 


dle man in the long-standing feud | 
| Campaigners have made the trek 
'to Birmingham to 


between the minors and the 
majors. 

The smaller leagues still are| 
burning sore because they didn’t 
have a voice in selecting the new 
commissioner and because their 
attempts to move up in the base- 
ball world always is stamped out 
by the big leagues. 

The minors’ vote to curb the 
commissioner’s veto power will 
receive little notice. Their an- 
nounced “rebellion” was merely 
doing it the hard way. The ma- 
jors did the same thing before 
Chandler ever took over, making 
it impossible for the commission- | 
er to veto legislation as “detrimen- 
tal to baseball” if passed by the 
big league owners. | 

But the one thing that may hurt | 
the commissioner’s prestige the 
most is the report that Chandler 
will not even have a “look” at 
money dealings whereas previous- 
ly any matter involving more 
than $300 could be appealed to 
the commissioner when the late 
Kenesaw M, Landis ruled the 
game.

Atlanta’s Real Estate Board knows the 
real estate business. 


Its members know the daily distress 
of having to tell callers, mostly veterans, 
there is no available housing. 


More than 600 houses and some 200 
apartment units are under construction 
in Atlanta. As soon as materials become 
available—lumber, nails, bricks, etc.— 
building will boom. 


All this, as they know, is a matter of 
months. Six months from now, a year from 
now, there will be housing. 


But the need is now. 


The board’s action in asking our con- 
gressmen to obtain permission to use hous- 
ing at the Naval Air Base, and at other 
government bases near Atlanta, for vet- 
erans, is to be commended. It will be well 
if the Army and Navy will co-operate in 
trying to make available as much as pos- 
sible when, and if, permission is obtained. 


Meanwhile, there is evidence of the 
need for planning and action. 


Near Greenville, Ga., are two fields, 


as long as two city blocks, filled with 
crates of prefabricated houses. They were, 
and still may be, scheduled to go to 
France. They are too late to do France 
any good this winter, which was the time 
France needed them. 


There is in Atlanta a large supply of 
these prefabricated houses, also under 
government contract. 


There are some demountable houses at 
Camp Wheeler, near Macon, and Macon 
may not need them all for her own short- 
ages. There are demountable houses at 
Hinesville and other military bases. 


The need is now. 


Let the proper officials act. Let there 
be a meeting of municipal officials of cities 
where the housing shortage is worst. Let 
them plan, and act, together. 


To fail the veterans in this emergency 
is to severely strain the fabric of govern- 
ment in this country. It will create wounds 
and prejudices which will be reflected in 
government for years to come. 


The need—and the time—is now! 


Retirement Pay for Congressmen 


The House Civil Service Committee 
last week approved, by a vote of 11 to 4, 
Rep. Carl Vinson’s bill providing for a 
system of retirement pay for congressmen. 


To be financed largely through deduc- 
tions from congressional salaries, the pro- 
gram would be strictly voluntary. It would 
merely permit congressmen to participate, 
if they wanted to, in the retirement sys- 
tem already provided for other federal 
employes.

Editor Constitution: Your pa- 
per today carries on the front 
page an article by Marjory Smith 
on the housing situation in At 
lanta, stating that nobody is doing 
much about it. 

Certainly something should be 
done about it, and if the real es- 
tate men would get together on 
the matter, they could accomplish 
much. As a suggestion: 

Why don’t they investigate the 
size of the families living in the 
houses and apartments under their 
supervision—and if they find a 
couple living in a house big 
enough for a family of four or 
five or more—then give the cou- 
ple notice to move? I happen to 
know of two apartments in one, 
building in Decatur—both two 
bedroom apartments with a din- 


ing room that could be easily used 
as another bedroom—occupied 
by only man and wife. That cer- 
tainly isn’t fair, when there are 
so many families crowded into ef- 
ficiences and one-bedroom apart- 
ments when they need more room. 

Why don’t they give the return- 
ing veterans priority? They fought 
for their country and the right to 
live in it. The ones who have 
stayed at home have, in most 
cases, benefited financially from 
war jobs, etc., and can better af- 
ford to buy or build than can the 
returning serviceman. 


And—last but by no means the 
least important—why isn't the dis- 
crimination against children re- 
moved? What are people to do 
with children? Children are the 
foundation and hope of our coun- 
try—and these people who refuse 
to allow them to live in their 
houses or apartments apparently 
have forgotten that they once 
were children and had to have a 
place to live. 


It is not impossible for couples 
to find places to live. They can 
get a room, with or without board. 
That may not be the most desir- 
able arrangement, but neither is it 
desirable for returning servicemen 
and their families to be without 
roofs over their heads. 

All that this situation needs is 
less talking about it and more se 
rious consideration and action on 
the part of owners and rental 
agents.

al Macheth’s Exit 
Lines Were Better 


If it be true, as the poets and sentimentalists 
say, that the ghosts of the departed may travel 
about at will, looking in on the affairs of the 

world, 1 know where many of them were crowded last April. 

They were jammed into the chancellery on Wilhelmstrasse in 
Berlin watching the beautiful agony of Adolf Hitler. 

One of them surely would have been William Shakespeare, from 
Stratford-on-Avon. And he would have found the last performance 
by the Fuehrer not nearly up to the standard set by one of his own 
characters, the Fuehrer Macbeth. 

We have from Capt. Anna Reitsch, the skinny little German 
woman who is one of the great pilots of the world, how Hitler 
was on those last days. She was there with him and his close as- 
sociates, huddled in a bunker beneath the chancellery, with the 


Russian guns providing a constant threnody. 
De ths “Hitler's manner and physical condition sank to lower 

p depths,” she related. 

“He would stride about the shelter waving a road map that was 
fast disintegrating from the sweat of his hands, planning Wenck’s 
campaign. He was the picture of a man running almost blindly 
from wall to wall in his last retreat, waving papers that fluttered 
like leaves in his twitching hands, or sitting crumpled before his 
table to direct his nonexistent armies like a young boy playing 
at war.” 

Capt. Reitsch’s account continued: 

“Hitler’s raving reached its height when he talkéa about Goer- 
ing’s ‘betrayal.’ His head sagged, his face was deathly pallid and 
his hands shook’ as he shouted: ‘Nothing has been spared me. No 
allegiances are kept, no honor lived up to, no disappointments that 
I have not had, no betrayals that I have not experienced, and now 
this above all else. Nothing remains. Every wrong has already been 
done me.’ 

“The Fuehrer’s propagandist, Joseph Goebbels, surrounded by his 
wife and six children, launched into bursts of oratory with all the 
theatrics of a ham actor. 

“Hitler’s mistress, Eva Braun, engaged most of the time in 
changing clothes and polishing her nails, remarked over and over 
again: ‘Poor, poor Adolf, deserted by everyone, betrayed by all.’” 

The news of Himmler’s armistice request to the Allies on April 
29, she said, came as “the greatest blow of all. Hitler raged as a 
madman, then sank into a stupor, and for a time the entire bunker 
was silent.” 


Scorn I imagine that when the farce had played itself out, 
the shade of William Shakespeare made itself rather ob- 

noxious going around insisting they read a part of the tragedy of 
Macbeth. In fact, I imagine the celestial copy of that book has been 
out of the library for a long time and the librarian is sending out 
notices about overdue rates on books kept out over 14 days. 

When they brought Fuehrer Macbeth the news that the avenging 
armies were at his gates he said: 

“I am sick at heart... 

I have lived long enough: my way of life 

Is fall’n into the sear, the yellow leaf, 

And that which should accompany old age, 

As honor, love, obedience, troops of friends, 

I must wot look to have: but in their stead, 

Curses, not loud but deep, mouth-honor, breath, 

Which the poor heart would fain deny, and dare not... 

Tomorrow, and tomorrow and tomorrow, 

Creeps in this petty pace’ from day to day, 

To the last syllable of recorded time; 

And all our yesterdays have lighted fools 

The way to dusty death. Out, out, brief candle! 

Life’s but a walking shadow, a poor player 

That struts and frets his hour upon the stage 

And then is heard no more. It is a tale 

Told by an idiot, full of sound and fury, 


Signifying nothing.” 

Better Yes, I think Fuehrer Macbeth’s last scene was better 
than that of Fuehrer Hitler’s. Assuredly that latter one 

was a poor player, strutting and fretting his brief hour upon the 

stage. 

— his life is a tale told by an idiot, full of sound and 

fury. It is a tale that has filled the world with sound and. fury; 

with deep curses that attend his name. 

One wonders at him, who had betrayed so many, denouncing 
betrayals. 

The great egotism of the man never once let it appear para- 
doxical to him that he should denounce those who failed in cheir 
alliances, when he had made the word one of deep cynicism, One 
wonders if he, who had killed and purged those closest to him, 
never saw the great and final irony of the disloyalty of those about 
him.

To Know No History 
Is To Remain a Child 


Alexander Pope wrote: “A little learning is 
a dangerous thing.” 
“Not to know what happened before one 
was born is always to be a child,” was said by Cicero. 

The most powerful force in a democracy is public opinion. 
The voters elect their representatives and by their votes, in final 
analysis, determine national policies. 

No public official, a servant of the people, dares go contrary to 
public opinion when that opinion is powerful and vocal. 

It is shocking, sometimes, to discover the abysmal ignorance of 
some of the individuals who vote in this country, who are deter- 
minedly vocal and who represent, at least to the extent of their 
own prejudices, public opinion. 

A few experiences demonstrate beyond argument the urgent 
need for public education not only of all children of school age but 
of allegedly responsible adults. Perhaps there should be some 
sort of intelligence test for voters. Not only, “Can you read?” but, 


“Can you assimilate what you read?” 

Reading a book, this past week, I came upon a 
Mental Hash description of a gathering of a woman's organ- 
ization, membership consisting of middle-aged matrons of a slightly 
higher-than-usual (financially speaking) residential subdivision. 

It was Labor Day, 1944, and the war news from Europe was good. 
The woman's club was in the midst of the 15-minute period set 
aside for discussion of world affairs. Said one speaker: 

“News of the Yen ye of Romania and Czechoslovakia is 
excelleat. Now, if only Belgium and Holland will surrender——” 

A slightly better-informed member interrupted: 

“But, Mrs. Whosis, Czechoslovakia and Holland and Belgium are 
on our side” 

Mrs. Whosis, smiling one of those grimaces of condescension, 
resumed: 

“My dear, this is no time for technicalities. I feel we should be 
careful not to disagree. What we must have is unity of thought 
as well-as of action. Now we all know those little European nations 
are immoral. All they are waiting for is to see which side is going 
to win before changing horses in midstream——” Etc., etc., etc. 


You think that’s exaggerated? Not so long 
Not Exaggerate ago I heard a middle-aged woman, with all 
the appearances of intelligence and informedness, discussing the 
marriages between American soldiers overseas and girls of other 
nations. 

“Of course,” she said, “it is perfectly all right for them to marry 
nice English girls. But I do think they should be forbidden to ‘marry 
those Australians.” 

A little tactful questioning disclosed she meant Austrians. 

We have only recently become a dominantly literate nation. By 
literate, we mean the ability to read and to write. 

But the ability jo read is of no value unless we can bring 
apprehension and understanding to what we read. We must absorb 
true knowledge, or the truest we can find. 


Perhaps the most important study for most 
Most Important of us is history. In any event, there is prob- 
ably more misapprehension, false information, about history than 
about any other branch of knowledge, among our people. 

And we cannot bring intelligent appreciation or understanding 
to our own problems or to world problems unless we know enough 
historic truth to grasp the fundamental background to each prob- 
lem, to know what has been done before, for good or ill. 

Such a woman as the speaker at that woman's meeting, described 
above, can never have intelligent grasp of anything that happens 
in Europe. That is obvious. 

Too many of the young men who fought in American uniforms 
in the recent war were but little better informed as to causes and 
objectives than she. 

It is out of such ignorance that isolationism, criminal pacifism, 
national selfishness grow. 

Before we, or any other people, are competent to handle our own 
affairs, under the democratic system, we must gain better grasp 
of history, better knowledge of background and conditions. 

We must use our literate abilities to read and we must teach 
our minds to think and to reason about what we read. 

Only by such a road can we hope to achieve the goal of true 
democracy and use it as a pathway to world peace and world 
brotherhood.

The curse of slavery has been 
felt, both upon the Negro and the 


white man, long after its legal lim- 
itations have been broken. As we) 
have said, the deadly sin of slav-) 
ery is, that the definition of his 
personality is made for him, and 
the limitations within which his 
manhood may develop, are deter- 
mined and fixed by another. A 
slave is a certain kind of man. 
Thus is he, without chains or 
walls, imprisoned for life. Let us 
face the broader application of this 
truth, as we seek to build an idéal 
democracy. Any social, economic, 
or political system, which dividés 
People into classes or castes, which’! 
takes away from them the right of 
self-determination, is in essence a 
system of slavery. Fundamental 
to American democracy, is the 
right of every man for an oppor-, 


tunity to make his own definition) gp 


of his personality. 

In the minds of far too many 
people, there still lingers the un- 
uttered definition of a Negro, that 
he is a “slave-kind” of man, and 
is capable of doing only a “‘slave- 
kind” of work. It ig for this rea- 
son that the test of the freedom 
of any social system can in a large 
measure be made by its attitude 
toward its manual labor: Is such 
work to be a suppression, or an 
expression of m&nhood? Slavery 
degrades its work, and thus al- 
lows the work to define the char- 
acter of the workman. The work- 
man does not participate in the 
purposes, plans, or profits of the 
work. So those spiritual qualities 
of thought, responsibility, and 
hope, are not challenged and de-| 
veloped in the workman. It is not 
“my work.” 


So slavery cursed, for the white 
man and the Negro, manual labor 
by allowing it to become a debas- 
ing definition of the man who did 
it. Work of any kind to be a 
blessing instead of a curse, must 
be the expression and never the 
suppression, of all the possibilities 
of manhood. Whether the task is 
to create a horseshoe or a sym- 
phony, it must be the expression 
of that which is best within the 
workman. The fundamental prin- 
ciple here is, that the work shall 
not define the workman, but that 
the workman shall make a defini- 
tion of his work. 

In the rare examples Where the 
master in the old slave system 
gave the slave a personal partici- 
pation in his task, he set him free. 
On the other hand, to the extent 
that the employer under our pres- 
ent industrial system, fails to make 
labor a conscious partner in his 
work, he to that é@xtent enslavés 
the workman. But neither could 
the master of the old slavery sys- 
tem escape this curse placed upon 
manual labor. When he stigma- 


tized certain forms of work as 
“slave work,” or “nigger work,” | 
he shut out from the white man| 
a vast area of activity, through) 
which he might have found ex-| 
pression for much that was best | 
Many who after) 
the War Between the States, were | 
forced to do this manual -work, 
did it from a conscious compul- 
sion, with a sense of shame, which 
robbed it of all its spiritual value. 

We are searching for our Utopia 
in the form of an ideal democracy. 
In such an ideal society a man 
must in some real sense be the 
master of his own work, so tha‘ he 
may. havé a chance to become the 
master of himself. Then he can 
make his own world. For a man 
lives where he thinks. His world 
is bounded by his knowledge, and 
determined by his ideals. Then 
his work, instead of being a con- 
Scious barrier, must represent for 
him an avenue to a larger life. 
Thus it will call to his latent fac- 
ulties to awaken and challenge all 
his sleeping powers to realize the 
highest aspirations of his spirit. It 
i: only in this effort for self-ex- 
pression that he can gain that 
priceless privilege of self-defini- 
tion, which is the life breath of

A Non-Political 
Highway Department? 


A move to reduce road politics for all time 
May be the next major reform undertaken by 
Gov. Arnall. When Arnall became governor he and the legislature 
and the people ended the pardon racket by taking the pardoning 
power out of the Governor's hands and establishing a constitu- 
ticnal pardon board. He and the legislators and the people re 
established Georgia’s schools on the nation’s accredited list by di- 
vorcing, for all time, politics from education. The Governor was 
taken off membership of the Board of Regents and the Board of 
Education, and these two boards became self-perpetuating con- 
stitutional boards. Recently, he and the legislature and the people 
took prisen affairs out of politics by establishing a constitutional 
Board of Corrections. The Governor is not a member of this board. 
Recently, he and the legislature and the people moved to prevent 
politics from getting hold of the powerful veterans’ affairs depart- 
ment by setting up a constitutional board of veterans’ service. 

Gov. Arnall has won high praise for taking politics out of par- 
dons, prisons, schools, and veterans’ affairs. He has won high 
praise for many reforms. The one weak spot in his reform pro- 
gram has been highway politics. 

You don’t see any lawyers hanging around the Governor's office 
these days trying to obtain pardons for their clients; they know 
the Governor will quickly send them to the pardon board with the 
announcement: “I don’t have the power to issue pardons.” You 
don't see county commissioners visiting the Governor's office to 
ask for mvre convicts to work their roads: they know the De 
partment of Corrections has sole power over penal affairs. Wf any- 
one has any school problems, he goes either to the Board of Re- 
genta or the Board of Education—not to the Governor’s office. 

But, if a fellow wants a little strip of road repaired, where does 
he go? He gathers up his county commissioners, city officials, 
legislators, and camps on the Governor's doorsteps—not the High- 
way Department. The Governor spends most of his time listening 
to requests for road work. He doesn’t tell these visitors that this 
is a matter for the sole discretion of the Highway Department. 
Paving roads still is a powerful political weapon. It is the one big 
stick which the reform Governor, who eliminated so many dicta- 
torial powers of the governor’s office, has held onto. 


Gov. Arnall showed a new line of 
Long-Range Program thinking the other day, however, 


when he addressed the Southeastern Association of Highway Oftfi- 
cials. He said that when a new highway board goes into office 
with a new administration in any state it ought to outline its con- 
struction program~on a four-year basis (if it’s to be in office four 
years), instead of an annual basis. It ought to list the roads it 
plans to build during its entire tenure of office, and then stick to 
this list no matter what happens. The people will be better satis 
fied if they know what to expect at the beginning, he said. High- 
ways can be better completed with a program of continuity, un- 
changed by political pressure from time to time, he added, 


The Georgia Highway Board used to be all- 
Stronger Board powerful, whén board members were elected 
on a statewide basis by the people, and all fuel tax was earmarked 
for roads, regardless of the financial condition of the general 
treasury. Former Govs. Talmadge and Rivers had to call out the 
guards to toss out highway heads with whom they disagreed. This 
has not been the condition during the Arnall administration., The 
Governor appoints a board. which is purely advisory. It doesn't 
have the power to hire and fire the director, and it can only offer 
suggestions to the director, which he may or may not take. The 
Governor appoints the director. While the director runs the de- 
partment and is powerful in comparison with the board members, 
he serves only at the pleasure of the Governor, and it wouldn't 
take the guards to get rid of him. The road department gets its 
money out of the same spoon as other departments. 

Two trends are developing in highway departments over the 
nation. One is to have a technically-trained man as head of the 
highway department. Georgia now has an engineer-director in the 
person of George T. McDonald, who worked his way u through 
the ranks in the department. Another trend is toward stronger 
boards, exercising more power over highway matters. 

Gov. Arnall may ask the January session of the legislature. to 
strengthen Géorgia’s Highway Board.

As Strike Threat Dims

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(NANA)—To have sold motor or steel

Until President Truman on 
Monday announced his fact-find- 
ing formula for settling the wage 
dispute and was severely criti- 
cized for it by President Philip 
Murray of the CIO, the general 
ublic was disposed to be friend- 
fy to labor’s demand for volun- 
tary arbitration and collective 
bargaining, which General Mo- 
tors and VU. S. Steel refused to 
grant while they snubbed the 
conciliatory efforts of the admin- 
istration. 

Today that public, unattached 
to organized labor or entrenched 
business, feels it has a right to a 
part in any major dispute affect- 
ing its supply of goods and serv- 
ices and the course of prices. It 
rightly seeks acquaintance with 
the pertinent facts in such an en- 
agement. It believes that the 

Oks of each party to the dis- 
pute should be opened for inspec- 
tion as are those of the railroads 
and the public utilities when they 
negotiate wages or rates. How- 
ever, the public had little sym- 
pathy with Mr. Murray's attack 
on President Truman whom it 
regards as its representative in 
this battle to establish a basis 
for a just negotiation. 

ON INCREASED PAY 

Following the Truman state- 
ment, the Office of Stabilization 
established the cost of living in- 
crease since January, 1941, at 33 
per cent while hourly wages, on 
average straight time, have risen 
40.5 per cent. This would not 
justify the 30 per cent increase 
asked by the CIO nor the $2 a 
day advarice sought by the Iron 
and Steel workers. It does, how- 
ever, warrant a substantial addi- 
tion to present wages. In deter- 
mining this, the factor of price 
contro] enters actively. 

Price Administrator _ Chester 
Bowles believes “certain busi- 
ness” would like to “make a kill- 
ing on uncontrolled rising prices 
and rents.” To Mr. Bowles is due 
the credit for keeping prices at 
a reasonable level when there 
was much pressure to take off 
the lid. He is another representa- 
tive of the people and his judg- 
ment should be followed in the 

t instance. 

pt will be difficult enough to 
control prices and check inflation 
with the pressure of idle money 
seeking an outlet even if price 
controls are held intact for an- 
other year. So many corpora- 
tions, private business firms, and 
war workers have made so much 
money in the past three years that 
it is hard for them to give up 
to ‘enrich 
themselves. They want to “take 
the cash and let the credit go nor 
heed the rolling of the distant 
drum” which will roll about 1950, 
according to the most expert ad- 
vice from Washington, if restric- 
tions are not soon placed on spec- 
ulation in commodities and se- 
curities. 

LOOK AT PAST 

The high average price of 189 
for railroad stocks was made 
toward the end of the bull market 
in 1929.

Those who are inclined to be 
bearing on railroad stocks give 
emphasis to the competition steam 
roads will have from the air lines. 
Strictly commercial traffic by air 
has never grossed sufficiently to 
affect railroad earnings. On the 
other hand motor trucks and Pas- 
senger cars have cut deeply into 
freight and passenger earnings. 
Airline shares, however, have re- 
cently reached a level only justi- 
fied if much of the passenger traf- 
fic and considerable of the freight 
business of the railroads is to be 
moved above ground. 


AIR LINES 

Eastern Air Lines Shares, pay- 
ing a 1 per cent dividend, have 
advanced about 95 points in the 
last few months, to 134, which 
compares with 110 for the 6 per 
cent dividend on Atchison com- 
mon. T, W. A. stock, which pays 
nothing, is quoted at 75 as against 
60 by Southern Pacific, paying 4 
per cent. The exaggerated notions 
of airline values are even more 
striking when applied to those of 
the newer air carriers in the north- 
east, northwest, south and south- 
west. Although 15 airlines gained 
nearly 40 per cent gross in the 
first nine months of 1945, their 
net after taxes was less than a 
year ago. 

During the six weeks of the Vic- 
tory Loan there Fas been an ac- 
cumulation of funds seeking in- 
vestment in corporation and mu- 
nicipal bonds and in preferred 
and common stocks. The list of 
one dealer today included about 
15 issues in which he had a par- 
ticipation and which aggregated 
$300,000,000 of bonds, 500,000 
shares of preferred stock and sev- 
eral large blocks of common stock. 


MONEY RATES 

Since the end of October a slight 
change in opinion regarding the 
immediate future of money rates 
has occurred. Less belief in a 
tightening of the rate is held in 
government and private banking 
circles. It will be interesting to 
note any reflection in rates and 
bids in next week’s offerings. The 
premiums on the government 2's, 
which banks are permitted to buy, 
has extended to over 7% points 
with expectation of a fair premium 
on the new 2%s when listed.

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Explorers Needed

EOPLE seem to think that explorers are unlike 

everybody else. But it isn’t true. You don’t 
need to be a bewhiskered scientist with a string of 
college degrees. Many of the world’s best explorers 
have been novices, with no special experience or 
qualifications save curiosity and daring. In fact, 
some of them have been children. 

Many of the famous caves of France where Old 
Stone Age man left rock engravings and sculpture 
were first discovered by youngsters. In 1912, for in- 
stance, the three sons of the Comte de Bégouen 
built a tiny boat and pushed up a little rivulet run- 
ning out of the mouth of a cave, and there found a 
gallery covered with mural etchings that had been 
made about fifteen thousand years ago. 

Crawling forward, eventually they 

came to a stately underground hall. 
There wasa circle of stones which appar- 
ently had been the altar, and two mas- 
sive bison modelled in clay. Thus, those 
three boys became the first modern 
humans to gaze upon the work of men 
who lived a hundred and fifty cen- 
turies before the birth of Christ. 

Other children have made equally 
important discoveries. In 1878 the small 


daughter of a Spanish nobleman accom- Roy Chapman Andrews 


panied her father, exploring some caves 
near their home. The child wandered off into a huge 
chamber. On the roof of the cave she espied some 
primitive paintings of bulls, deer, horses and other 
animals. She ran to her father crying, ‘“Toros, Toros 
(bulls) !"’ This amazing find might have been over- 
looked had it not been for the child’s curiosity. 
Another great discovery of cave art was made in 
1923 by a young amateur archeologist, Norbet 
Casteret, who was also a champion swimmer and 
diver. Nobody had ever dared to explore the cave 
at Montespan, in the Pyrenees, because of water 
that rose above the roof. But he equipped himself 
with candles and matches in a rubber bag, and clad 
in swimming trunks, dived into the-icy water. 
Alternately diving, swimming and wading, he 
found several halls and passages opening off the 
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_ stream, including one majestic theater, seven hun- 


dred and fifty feet long —- a veritable art gallery, 
with paintings of bison, wild horses, reindeer, stags, 
mammoths and other animals, as well as clay mod- 
els of bears, horses and tigers. 

Many important discoveries in our own country 
have also been made by non-scientific people. The 
fact is that nowhere in the world is there more im- 
portant exploration to be done than right here in 
the United States. The prize, for some explorer to 
find, might well be the first American. 

Until less than twenty-five years ago, all the arche- 
ologists thought that our human history went back 
only three thousand years, to the Basket Makers 

of the Southwest and the shell mound 
people of the Pacific Coast. 


IN 1926, however, the late J. D. Fig- 
gins of the Colorado Museum of Natu- 
ral History exploded an archeological 
bombshell by announcing that some 
stone dart-points, found in a deposit at 
Folsom, New Mexico, had been shot 
into a bison that lived some twenty- 
five thousand years ago. 

Further. discoveries have made it 
almost certain that Folsom Man, the 
early American who shot those darts, 
did actually exist. But not a single scrap of his bones 
has been found. Folsom Man himself is still missing, 
and very much wanted. The reward, in apprecia- 
tion and recognition, will be very substantial. 

The person who finds him might be a salesman, 
a truckdriver or a high school student. Just as three 
boys discovered the Stone Age caves in France, so 
might any novice, exploring for the fun of it, un- 
cover another secret of history. For adventure is just 
around the corner — if you have the nerve to go 
looking fdr it.

E CROSSED the Atlantic on the Queen 

Mary and came back via Pan-American 
Clipper. I didn’t want to make the trip both 
ways by rail. I won't say we had a rough 
crossing on The Queen, but fish kept follow- 
ing the boat begging for seasick pills. So I 
threw them mine. 

The last time I'd sailed on the Queen Mary 
was in 1939. We were at sea en route to Amer- 
ica the day Hitler marched into Poland. The 
Queen was a luxury liner then and the 
trip was smooth as Crosby’s scalp. But 
traveling exclusively with GI's for five 
years could make any queen rough. 

The first day out I spoke to Commodore 
Sir James Bisset, commander of The Queen. 
Two days later we were introduced and he 
spoke to me. What a guy! Sixty-three years 
old, and constantly on duty for the last five, 
carrying men and equipment through mine 
fields, past submarine wolf packs and under 
the wings of Jerry dive bombers without one 
mishap! 


Work — But I Made It! 


NarturaLy after we met I worked it so I 
got to sit at the Captain's table, except at 
mealtime. 

But it was a thrilling crossing and symbolic 
of everything we'd fought for —- Wendell 
Willkie’s “One World.’’ One of the greatest 
liners afloat, the ship was heading for Europe 
to bring home thousands of American doggies. 
And deliver, among other widely assorted 
members of the human race, a bunch of RAF 
flyers who'd been training in Texas; some 
Russian and Polish army officers; some Ger- 
man PW’s; a couple of battalions of Japanese- 
American replacements to relheve high-point 
combat men; a few English citizens just re- 
leased from a Manila concentration camp; 
some American civilians on government busi- 
ness; and our troupe, that looked like no- 
body’s business. The Queen was sort of a 
United Nations’ Conference with a Purser. 

Our little unit consisted of Jerry Colonna, 
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SHARP, isn't it? Souvenir-collecting Bob Hope explains an important point to Prof. Jerry Colonna RUTH DENAS played the accordion 
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GALE ROBBINS, called The Thrush 


The Stash; Gale Robbins, The Thrush; June 
Bruner—pianist and crooner; Ruth Denas, 
who also sang and pumped the squeeze box; 
Patty Thomas, who wore a small costume and 
danced; Roger Price, who did everything in- 
cluding laundry; and Jack Pepper, who spent 
most of his time in some mess hall building 
up his bulge. 

We were an odd-looking bunch. The last 
day out, Col. Dallas M. Dennis, Army 
transport commander aboard The Queen, 
got curious about how we worked together. 
So he asked us to do a show. Before he had 
time to realize his mistake, we consented and 
went on immediately in the main dining 
salon. It made a nice setting for all that ham. 


Didn’t Get My Surprise Party 


Arter the entertainment was over, every- 
one on the boat who’d seen the show planned 
a little surprise party just for me. But luckily 
they couldn’t find a plank. ! 

Seeing London for the first time since 1943 
was amazing. Many of the scars left by the 
bombing were beginning to disappear. The 
lights were on again. And most different of 
all, there were almost as many Englishmen 
on the streets as Americans. Things in Paris 
were wonderful, too. But most of them pre- 


ferred to go out with the American soldiers. 

When you first walk into USO headquarters 
in France, it looks as if Central Casting had 
opened an overseas branch. In five minutes 
I met Alfred Lunt, Lynn Fontanne and Bozo 
Snyder, the vaudevillian. Everyone wears the 
same uniform, but of course Lynn Fontanne 
looks better in hers than Bozo Snyder. And 
everyone lines up for the same chow, which, 
of course, looks better in Bozo Snyder. There 
are so many actors around, the breeze 
from bowing keeps the joint air condi- 
tioned. 

I had dinner with Reginald Gardiner, 
Clifton Fadiman, John Kieran and Franklin 
P. Adams, the “‘Information Please” group. 
I couldn’t even get my nickel back. Also on 
hand were Billy Van, Constance Dowling, 
Harry Rose, Cliff Hall, Pat Lane, Harriet 
Page, Charlie Steward and Josephine Del 
Mar, who hit the beach with the boys right 


after D Day and had been.in France ever since. 

It’s impossible to estimate the amount 
of good a steady lineup of solid, live talent 
from home has done to keep up the spirits of 
our fighting forces; not only while the going 
was tough, but after V-E Day when it began 
to get a little boring. 

Sweating it out for a ticket to Uncle Sugar 
didn’t necessarily mean a little gold button in 
your blue serge lapel. There was still a war 
in the East and many a man who'd come 
through all the campaigns in the ETO didn’t 
know how much longer his luck might last 
if it had to be stretched across the islands of 
the Pacific. 

In and around Marseilles were 150,000 
Pacific-bound guys in big, dusty, barren stag- 
ing areas that were so rugged they made a trip 
to Tokyo look like The Day’s Best Bet. 
AFRS Radio Programs were a big boost to the 
morale of these men. New movies from home 
were even better. When they heard I was 
in the neighborhood, they signed a peti- 
tion. But I went over and did several 
shows for them anyway. 

Knocking around France and Germany we 
ran into Corporals Mickey Rooney and Bobby 
Breen, entertaining the men through Army 
Special Services. At an officers’ rest center on 
the Riviera I saw Lieut. Jerry Preiser, who 
used to warble with “Six Hits and a Miss”’ 
on guess who's radio program for what denti- 
frice. 

At one of the rest centers there was Sonja 
Henie to show the men a nice figure eight, 
and Grace Moore. She’s sort of a Dinah Shore 
with an extra lung. 

My point is there was great entertainment 
for the men right after V-E Day. Let’s not 
let it taper off. There are still plenty of men 
in Europe and Japan, and there will be for 
some time. It’s my simple guess that part of 
a successful occupation of Germany — and 
to an even greater degree Japan — is to keep 
available to our guys the kind of entertain- 
ment they want, need and understand. 

They tell me the main job of an occupa- 
tional force is just to be ther and to be seen. 
It’s the job of show business, I guess, to see 
that GI’s, too, have something to look at.

GI’s Are Thinking Plenty 


Or course from the moment we left New 
York I kept wondering what our GI's in 
Germany were thinking about. I got my 
answer the minute we climbed out of our 
C-47 at the Bremen airport. 

A kid rushed up to me and hollered, “‘Gee, 
Bob, all through basic training you were with 
us! You followed us through combat train- 
ing! We saw you in Africa and again in Sicily! 
We read how you were all over the South 
Pacific! And now, after the war’s over here in 
Europe, you show up in Germany! That 
proves something that’s awfully important to 
us guys! Believe me, Bob, the minute we saw 
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JUNE BRUNER, pianist and crooner 


you were with us here in Germany we knew 
there couldn’t be any soft peace!”’ 

No kidding, though, that’s what those men 
sweating out the States-wait were worrying 
about when I was over there in July. They 
didn’t see any real danger when a Pfc. did a 
little discreet fraternizing. It was okay for 
kidding. But their real thoughts were on 
home. What they were most afraid of was 
that some guys in our State Department 
might do too much fraternizing with a few of 
the wrongies in the Reich. 

Men who had seen their buddies disappear 
before their eyes knew that an easy peace 
could only mean an uneasy future. And they’d 
had too uneasy a past on the long road from 
Normandy to Berlin to want foundations 
laid for any such uneasiness for their kids. 

Everything was different from the last 
time we'd played the European Theater. 
Last time the men who saw our shows were 


hopped up with the anticipation of impend- 
ing combat. They wanted to like everything. 
This time they listened to us while packing. 

Literally every place we went last summer, 
when the show was over and we were trying 
to sneak away, we heard the same farewell. 
It wasn’t, ‘““Good-by!”’ To a man the guys 
all hollered, “‘Can you take us with you?”’ 
Who could blame those guys for wanting to 
get home? They’d fought to preserve the 
American way of life and were naturally 
eager for a taste of their preserve. 

The first gander we got of the city of 
Bremen from the ground told us how well 
the Air Forces had done the job. The Germans 
wanted “living room.” Well, they’ve got 
plenty of room now — where the buildings 
used to be. But the German civilians seemed 
better fed than the French. Better dressed, 
too. Some women even wore silk stockings 
while our gals at home still had to smile in 
lisle. 

I imagine that’s what encouraged our sol- 
diers to take a few souvenirs. There were 
some silly complaints about Russian looting. 
But American GI’s liberated plenty of cam- 
eras, binoculars and small arms of all kinds. 
Our guard in Bremen, Pvt. Shig Morishige, 
a Japanese-American who was wounded three

times and talked about nothing but going 
home to Denver, woke us up early one morn- 
ing with machine-gun fire. He’d liberated a 
small Nazi battle flag and wanted it to look 
more war-torn. 

One guy tried to take a Tiger tank home, 
but the MP’s made me put it back. 

We thought Bremen looked kaput. Bremen 
turned out to be just a sort of Berlin (jg). 
Almost every house in Berlin had, at the 
very least, a few holes in the roof from falling 
flak. The people look beaten; more so than 
any other Germans. 


Gave a Down Payment 


It’s not hard to understand why. Berlin 
is literally a rock pile — a down payment on 
the future peace and security of London, 
New York, Chicago and Moscow. It’s a down 
payment all right — really down! 

You walk around and you look at what our 
might did to the once so high and mighty 
and you get a big, big glow! It’s strange, 
really, to get such a smash out of utter 
destruction. But when you think of the guys 
who have gone — guys who went to help do 
this job —- somehow you're proud to see their 
answer to bigotry, hatred, greed and intol- 
erance. 

Generally happiness goes with pride. But 
the proudness you feel walking around Berlin 
is a different kind. You can’t be glad — and 
you can’t be sorry. You want to be human, to 
forgive and forget. Still, in your heart, you 
find it hard even to think of forgiving them 
for the men we mustn't forget. 

You stand wholeheartedly for giving them 
such a tough time they never again can pos- 
sibly forget the strength and determination 
of people resolved to remain free. 

We had just finished two shows at the 
Heidelberg Capitol Theater. I was playing 
ping-pong with Pfc. Stanley Weisse in our 
billet when Pfc. Bonner F. Jennings, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., came-busting in hollering, 
“It’s finished! The war’s all over!”’ 

Gale Robbins, whose husband was with the 
Air Forces in the Pacific, gave out the first 
scream. Weisse, whom the guys called 
Brooklyn, just laid down his paddle and 
said softly, **‘Now I can go back to God's 
country, Flatbush.”’ 

There were a few funny cracks from the sol- 
diers about soon being out of work. They 
sounded pretty hollow. Let’s not let them 
really be out of work. 

But when it was all boiled down, the collec- 
tive response to the announcement that the 
greatest war in history had ended was more 
of a sigh than a cheer. 

After three years, eight months and seven 
days, men began to make plans again as the 
realization came slowly that the world was 
truly won. 

And the prayers grew fervent for the wis- 
dom never again to lose it. The End 
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“Appreciate America!”

Bur “Appreciate America” is a great deal 
more than a safety valve.

General Lorenzen states the platform in 
this capsule: ‘““‘We are FOR everything that 
is good for America. We are AGAINST every- 
thing that is harmful to America.” 


Fights Destructive Dragons 


‘To impLeMENT this aim, “Appreciate Amer- 
ica”’ has plunged into the arena of public 
opinion where, unfortunately, there are still 
the unslain dragons of the malicious lie, hate- 
mongering, minority - baiting. “Appreciate 
America” has assailed these dragons with a 
bombardment of constructive Americanism in 
printed form: booklets, cartoons, placards, 
pamphlets, posters, stickers. 

One series of booklets, in which “Joe 
Doakes”’ answers the breaker-downers and 
the haters, became so popular that business 
firms all over the country requested copies 
to put in pay envelopes. The Inland Steel 
Company distributed 50,000. The Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel Corporation filled its pay enve- 
lopes with 150,000. Gimbel Brothers placed 
Joe Doakes booklets on its counters as give- 
aways and the YWCA distributed 500,000 
more. In all, ‘“‘Joe Doakes”’ had a circulation 
of 12,000,000. 

In 1941, when “Appreciate America’”’ 
printed a condensed version of Douglas 
Miller’s ‘“You Can’t Do Business With Hit- 
ler,” the Sixth Army Corps Area requested 
6,000 copies for its morale division.

Aided by James Montgomery Flagg and a 
dozen other top artists, ‘‘Appreciate America”’ 
has turned out more than 60,000 posters for 
the walls of schools, factories, offices and 
stores. Its poster on religious freedom was 
chosen by the Encyclopaedia Britannica as 
the best patriotic poster of the year. Its free- 
press poster was used as the emblem of ‘‘News- 
paper Week” by the National Editorial 
Association. The American Federation of 
Labor chose its poster on unity as the official 
placard for a meeting in Chicago. 

Ham Fisher has put his “Joe Palooka’’ to 
work, appreciating America on red, white and 
blue posters from coast to coast. Other comic 
strip artists have followed suit. Harold Gray, 
in thé last days of isolationism, had his 
“Orphan Annie”’ looking across to the flam- 
ing shores of Europe and saying, ‘‘Leapin’ 
lizards! It’s later than I thought! But we'll 
not let it be too late for America! Eh, Sandy ?”’ 
Sandy, of course, said, ‘Arf!’ And so did 
Eisenhower. 

When war hardships brought an epi- 
demic of gripes, ‘“‘Appreciate America’”’ 
produced its “‘griper series.’’ For the busi- 
nessman Who griped because he couldn't get 
a seat on a train, there was an autographed 
picture of Hirohito saying: ““‘Whether you 
know it or not, you're my friend.’’ For the 
griper about rationing, there was a German 


iron cross awarded with Hitler’s compli- 
ments for “‘distinguished service.’’ For the tax 
griper there was a 50-yen note with the leg- 
end, ‘“Beefers belong on Hirohito’s payroll.”’ 

Hollywood stars added their voices. Bob 
Hope, Bette Davis, Bing Crosby, Frances 
Langford, Humphrey Bogart and others 
turned in signed messages for ‘Appreciate 
America’s” hungry presses. Bing Crosby’s 
message contained one line that seemed to 
say it all: ““Americans can live as friends... . ”’ 


Drew Cartoon Series 


ReEcENTLY Vaughn Shoemaker, cartoonist 
for the Chicago ‘‘Daily News,’ undertook a 
series of cartoons for ““Appreciate America.” 
All of them stress the constructive factors in 
Americanism. But the one which has drawn 
the warmest comment is a little picture of 
four boys in a baseball game. Defending the 
right of one of them to play, a loveable 
toothless kid with a mit in one hand and a 
catcher’s mask in the other says, ‘‘What’s the 
difference what nationality he is — 
pitch!”

Much of “Appreciate America’s’’ prodi- 
gious output is distributed free. In some cases 
there is a charge to cover expenses. The or- 
ganization is non-profit, depends upon con- 
tributions. Douglas, Lorenzen and their col- 
leagues work without pay, as does everyone 
in “‘Appreciate America,” except one full- 
time girl secretary at the Chicago head- 
quarters. 

‘“‘Joe Doakes” is the organization’s most 
valuable spokesman. Here’s what he has to 
say: 

About the gripers — “‘When someone keeps 
criticizing the way things are going, I tell 
him I never saw a ball game won by the noisy 
fellow in the bleachers who’s yelling at the 
umpire and razzing the players. Games are 
won by the men in the field.” 

About unity — “When somebody knocks 
a neighbor of mine because he 1s a Protestant, 
a Catholic or a Jew, I tell him he may not 
know it but he is falling for Hitler’s stuff.

Selling may have been like that 
once. But the modern salesman no 
longer shortsightedly unloads goods. 
Whether he’s selling you, the con- 
sumer, or the dealer who ultimately 
sells you, he tries to make certain that 
you profit — in money or enjoyment. 
Only thus will you become a cus- 
tomer for more goods. Only thus 
can the wheels of industry keep 
turning. 

A salesman had a‘carload of goods 
to sell a dealer.

Salesmanship has changed in an- 
other way, too. It has become scien- 
tific. Now the idea is not just to sell 
something, but to find out what peo- 
ple want to buy and to sell them that.

man’s research for him. Sometimes 
he does it himself.

Hitler started knocking the Jews and ended by 
knocking religion, the Masons, labor unions, busi- 
ness and everything that makes for a free world. 
When you begin to hate you can’t tell where it 
will stop.” 

Paul Douglas was a professor at the University 
of Chicago when “Appreciate America’”’ was found- 
ed in 1940. He taught economics and he also 
served in Chicago’s city government as alderman 
from the Hyde Park ward. Chicagoans were 
shocked when he refused the swanky car 
provided for aldermen and instead rode 
around town on the “‘El”’ and streetcar. 

He shocked them again by publishing a full 
accounting of how he had spent his salary and a 
tabulation of his campaign expenses, which were 
less than $5,000 while others had spent $100,000. 

Then the nation went to war — and so did he. 
At 50 he enlisted as a private in the Marine Corps. 

He served for two and a half years in the Pacific, 
rising to the rank of major, and returning with a 
pair of Purple Hearts. He caught Jap steel in his 
cheek at Peleliu and later had his left arm ripped 
to nbbons by mortar fire on Okinawa. Douglas, 
at the Bethesda hospital, insisted that I not make 
him out a hero. So remember — he wasn’t a hero. 
He came back 65 pounds lighter, his brown hair 
turned snow white — but he wasn’t a hero. 


Must Work at Unity 


WHen the doctors get through with him, Doug- 
las, a Lincolnesque character who stands six-feet- 
four, will be back in Chicago fighting the Battle 
of America. ““The greatest thing we can do for 
America is to build unity,”’ he told me. ““We’ve 
got to work everlastingly at unity.” 

General Lorenzen, like Douglas, entered the 
Armed Forces as a buck private. But that was in 
1891, and he has since served in the Spanish- 
American War, and World Wars I and II. Look- 
ing at his warm, ruddy face, you’d never guess 
that Lorenzen could be a menace. But he is — to 
America’s enemies. As an intelligence officer in 
World War II, President Roosevelt sent him to 
find the U-boats’ refueling bases. He found them. 

Back in civvies just a few days when I saw 
him, General Lorenzen was in a different kind 
of intelligence business. He wanted to spread 
the intelligence that will give America unity. 

Lorenzen suggested a three-point program: 

“Our schools must teach young Americans to 
live together under the only real definition of one 
hundred per cent Americanism — tolerance, equal- 
ity, and freedom to live and let live. 

“Our war veterans must pitch in to insist upon 
the free, unified America for which they fought. 

“Our molders of opinion must be constructive. 
Let those who get a crude delight out of destruc- 
tive criticism offer a better solution to our prob- 
lems, or it would be healthier for America if they 
kept their mouths shut.’’

Wuen Goebbels preached anti-Semitism, Doug- 
las and his crew hurled back the words of Hitler 
in “‘Mein Kampf”: “We are not out against the 
hundred and one different kinds of Christianity 
itself —-even those Christians who really want to 
serve the people will have to be opposed.’’ And 
the words of Storm Troop Leader Ammerlahn: 
“‘Roman Catholics are the black vultures of Ger- 
man nationalism. We will not stop until we have 
scratched them out of the German people.” 

For contrast, ‘Appreciate America’’ submitted 
the words of Franklin D. Roosevelt: ‘*There can 
be no peace if humble men and women are 
not free to think their own thoughts; to ex- 
press their own feelings; to worship God.”’ 

Douglas says it all adds up to this: 

“‘We want to aid in the indestructible unifica- 
tion of Americans by promoting a love for our 
country through an appreciation of its advan- 
tages, to the end that Americans may cherish their 
liberties and the countless assets which distinguish 
America as a blessed land.”’ The End

You say, “‘I’m busy; call again.”’ 
Back he comes: “Yes, but why 
wait several weeks before you take 
advantage of all the benefits you 
can get by buying now?” And you 
squirm in answering. 

Salesmen have developed tech- 
niques for almost every situation. 
One of the toughest comes when 
the prospect won’t even listen. 
A sure-fire technique is to ask for 
his opinion. Like this: 

* **No,”’ says the prospect bluntly. 

“Okay,” says the salesman. “*I’m 
not going to try to sell you. But 
I am going to sell somebody else 
in exactly your circumstances and 
I’d appreciate your advice. Will 
you tell me just what sales points 
you think would work out best for 
him?”’ 

Whereupon, such is human con- 
ceit, the prospect will chat for 
hours. And more often than not, 
he will sell himself in the process. 

Making you use your five senses 
is another effective technique. If 
he’s selling you a suit of clothes, 
the salesman knows that your re- 
sistance is high when you just look 
at it. But let him get you to “just 
try this on for size,”’ and once 
you’re inside the suit, feeling the 
fit and the fabric on you, the sale 
is almost as good as made. 


Mystery Men 


SALESMEN come from all kinds 
of backgrounds. Obviously they 
must have intelligence, persist- 
ence, self-confidence, ability to 
deal with people, a quick mind, 
and a sense of humor. 

Sales managers more and more 
are relying, in recruiting their 
staffs, on tests to evaluate such 
factors. Some tests contain as 
many as 400 questions, take four 
hours to fill out. One consultant 
claims they’re 80 to 90 per cent 
accurate. 

But they don’t invariably show 
up the outstanding salesmen. The 
latter are often mysteries, violat- 
ing all the rules. As one sales 
executive points out, the best 
mining-equipment salesman of all 
time wore a Prince Albert and 
spoke with a broad Harvard ac- 
cent when he went out to sell 
rough mining men. And one of the 
leading jewelry salesman looks like 
a thug. 

Salesmen lead a healthy, active 
life. Age is no handicap. The older 
they grow, the more valuable their 
established contacts and experi- 


ences. Jobs are never scarce — 
look at the help-wanted ads in the 
depth of the depression. Even 
physical handicap is no barrier. 
Whether salesmen have one or two 
legs doesn’t matter as long as they 
know how to sell. 

And salesmen make money. As 
in any other field, there are the 
muddlers and failures. But in any 
list of men who earn the largest 
salaries in many of our leading cor- 
porations, salesmen arid sales ex- 
ecutives lead all other categories. 

Today, the salesman’s place m 
the community is becoming more 
respected and understood. He is 
responsible for a large percentage 
of jobs in industry. Include fami- 
lies of production workers and you 
get an idea of how many people 
depend for their livelihood on or- 
ders salesmen bring in. 


Experts Are “‘Sold’’ 


So NEXT time a salesman starts a 
sales talk on you, remember that 


.you're in a negotiation that pumps 


the wheels of industry. 

And don’t self-consciously re- 
sent being “‘sold’’ by an expert. 
Because even the “experts’’ are 
“‘sold’”’ themselves and like it. 

This one was a life-insurance 
salesman. He cornered his pros- 
pect, a music-store manager, finally 
sold him a $25,000 policy.. Where- 
upon, they shook hands in high 
good humor. 

“Relax a minute,” said the 
musicman. “Like good music?” 

“Love it,”” said the salesman. 
“But can’t play a note.”’ 

“Well, listen to this recording. 
I always like to get the opinions 
of music lovers on new discs.”

Food For Conversation

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Respectful silence, please, for the first cut 


Carving a turkey is an 
art. And Philippe, of 
the Waldorf, is a master 


ANGER! Carves ahead! Here’s 

turkey back. You saw what 
happened at the Thanksgiving din- 
ner! Even Father admits he is a bit 
out of practice with that carving 
knife. 

Here’s first aid to carvers and 
direct from Claudius Philippe of 
New York’s Waldorf-Astoria, suc- 
cessor to the great Oscar as director 
of banquets. 

First a word to the women. Cau- 
tions Philippe. ““Unless the turkey 
is a tender, fine specimen, properly 
trussed, beautifully roasted, don’t 
expect too much of the head of your 
table. Whatever else, have a knife 
made for the job, one razor-edged. 
Don’t overdress your platter piece,” 
this specialist warns. “All a bird 
needs is a crisp overcoat of golden 
holiday brown. No cranberry neck- 
lace, no hedgerows of parsley for the 
knife to dodge. Use a paper frill if 
you like to cover the ends of the leg 
bones, that’s addition enough. Place 
the turkey broadside before the 
carver, its legs to the right.”’ 


Place the Plates 


A sILver platter is preferred by 
Philippe to the porcelain — a less 
slippery proposition. To the far right 
of the turkey go the oven-warmed 
dinner plates. To the near right, a 
side dish, piping hot, for the carved 
pieces as they come from the bird. 

Everything set? Watch the carving 
master of America’s greatest hotel 
as he wields the knife — but not as 
for banquets—that’s hotel technique 
when carving is for profit. This is 
Philippe’s way down on the farm 
when he carves for family and friends. 

Philippe stands at work. “It is 
only an optimist,”’ he says, “‘who 


thinks he can carve sitting down.”’ 
Carving takes action. There is need 
for arm movement, there must be 
room for the elbows. No strong-arm 
tactics, no duel-to-the-death attitude 
on the part of the carver. Use an 
easy touch with the knife, work 
slowly, keep serene of countenance. 

First movement: Plunge the fork 
center of the V formed by the wish- 
bone. Once the fork’s there, let it 
remain. 

Respectful silence, please, by the 
audience ag the carver makes the 
first cut. With the point of his knife, 
he outlines the leg to the far right, 
then in one cut, loosens and severs 
leg and second joint all in one piece. 


Drumstick, Please 


Tue point of the carving knife is 
used to transport the meat to the 
warmed plate. Now, with the left 
hand, he holds the end of the drum- 
stick and separates first joint from 
second. **A hotel chef,’’ Philippe 
says, *“‘would carve these pieces 
into slices. Not in the home; there 
it’s the eater’s prerogative.”’ 

Holding the fork with a firm grasp, 
Philippe removes the wing and this 
goes to the side plate. Ready now 
for the breastwork. Standing at the 
prow of the bird he aims the knife 
toward the fore end. Slice follows 
slice. See how it cuts with the grain? 

Philippe serves the plates as he 
works. Who wants the drumstick? 
Brother Alf of course. Mother likes 
the white meat, big sister Cynthia 
takes the wishbone. Small Claudia 
orders “‘Leg please, like Brother’s.”’ 
If there is no special choice, a little 
of the dark meat, a little of the light 
goes to each guest, a spoonful of the 
stuffing The maid carries the plates 
to Mr Philippe and she serves the 
vegetables. The giblet gravy is passed 
and everyone helps himself. That hot 
gravy, Philippe explains, keeps the 
food warm. “Hurry, Mr. Philippe, 
we can’t wait to eat!”’

Meet Willis Ross. He’s 
a shrewd operator in a 


$10,000,000 business. . 


HE Christmas tree you’ ve chosen 
for that customary corner of 
your living room is one of some 
12,000,000 evergreens that will twin- 
kle in U.S. homes during this first 


peacetime Christmas season in five 
years. 

It is the product of an informal 
and enterprising business that earns 
up to $10,000,000 each year cater- 
ing to the most invariable of Ameri- 
can domestic habits. 

It is also a risky business, as Willis 
Ross, or any of his colleagues, can 
tell you. Ross is a Christmas-tree 
man who lives in Lincoln, Mich. 


He’s a wry, shrewd operator whose 
whole year’s livelihood depends on 
whether he has gambled accurately 
on the weather, on the spending in- 
clinations of the public, and on what 
his competitors are up to. 

Last year he hit it right and 
cleared $2,500 in the pre-Christ- 
mas week. But two years ago he 
drew a blank, as all gamblers must, 
sooner or later. He had 3,000 left-

to 10 feet. You'll pay 25 cents to $5 
for it. Your bank, lodge, school or 
department store, however, will pay 
about $1 a foot for its spectacular 
giant which will cause so much com- 
ment in the community. 

The chances are three to two that 
you'll have a balsam fir, and four to 
one that you'll have a spruce — 
blue, white or Norway. Balsam has 
always been an American favorite. 
The story goes that the Lord sent 
three messengers—Faith, Hope and 
Love—to find a tree as high as 
Faith, as eternal as Hope, and as 
widespread as Love, and which bore 
the Sign of the Cross on every 
bough. They brought back the bal- 
sam fir. 

If it is neither fir nor spruce, you 
may have some variety of pine or 
cedar. For almost any evergreen 
makes a Christmas tree, and the 
species is dictated largely by 
where you live. Folks in Colorado 
use the lodgepole pine because the 
firs grow too high up in the moun- 
tains to be cut and shipped easily. 
Tennessee uses a lot of white cedar. 
In California, you may even get 
redwood. 


Some Are Imported 


Your tree may come from far 
afield. Los Angeles gets a number of 
its trees from British Columbia. 
Arizona and Texas get theirs from 
Montana. The eastern states get 
trees from Maine, New Hampshire, 
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CUSHING 


This giant tree in New York is spectacular — and expensive 


Willis Ross gets many trees from 
Michigan's ““‘Thumb Area.”’ Others 
come from the Huron National For- 
est to the north, and from 160 acres 
of his own land. 

The national forests supply 750,- 
000 trees annually. Forest officials 
consider selective cutting beneficial 
to crowded stands of timber and 
permit dealers like Ross to remove a 
limited number of trees. 

Trees from private sources are 
likely to be cash crops that farmers 
and landowners have put in to make 
a profit from exhausted acreage. Or, 


Willis Ross: He takes chances 


Ohio, and hopes this year to pene- 
trate Chicago and St. Louis. 

His business year begins in May 
when he and his two oldest sons be- 
gin searching for Christmas-tree 
sources and outlets. 

He buys his trees for 15 cents 
apiece, and begins cutting them in 
October or November. He waxes the 
butts to seal the moisture in the 
trees and keep them from losing 
their needles. 


He’ll Take a Balsam 


IN CLEAR weather the work goes 
rapidly, but heavy snows hamper 
the handling of trees and quite fre- 
quently force him to use horses in- 
stead of trucks to haul them out of 
the forest. 

Cartage is one of his biggest ex- 
penses. It costs $65 to truck a load 
of 600 trees into Detroit. There he 
sets up shop for retail sales. 

And what kind of tree does the 
Christmas-tree man pick for him- 
self? 

His likes are pretty much the 
same as yours and mine. He’s par- 
tial to balsam, but will settle for 
any six- or seven-foot tree that’s 
symmetrical and doesn’t shed 
its needles. 

He also likes sturdy boughs that 
will carry lights and decorations — 
a small custom, incidentally, that 
we picked up from Britain’s Hessian 
mercenaries during the Revolution- 
ary War.

Six and a half years lay between 
“Zuzka"’ Lauwers and that morn- 
ing in Brno. In that time she had 
gone to the U.S., married and be- 
come an American citizen. She had 
enlisted in the Wac, and, while serv- 
ing with the Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices in Italy, had won the Bronze 
Star for conducting the surrender of 
600 Czech troops fighting for the 
German Wehrmacht. 

Now she was back in her old 
surroundings. Many things had 
changed. But the biggest change 
was in herself. 

“We went into the house. The 
roof is gone. There's a big hole right 


where my room used to be. And it's 
raining in the kitchen. But it still 
stands and it’s a home.”’ 

The family had come through the 
war compu:ratively well. Zuzka’s 
father was home from a concentra- 
tion camp 40 pounds lighter and 
“a very old man.” Her uncle had 
died in a gas chamber in the same 
camp, only 48 hours before it was 
liberated by the Russians. Her two 
sisters were alive, and her brother, 
haggard but in good spirits, had es- 
caped from a German labor camp. 

“Still, the future of my family is 
not dim. My father is working on a 
factory project. My brother is work- 
ing in a Bren gun factory.” 

The family was satisfied to re- 
build its life in the old location, but 
Zuzka found that she had broken 
forever with the old ways. It was the 
difference between the Old World 
and the New. She had experienced 
the subtle change that affects all 
voyagers from one nation to the 
country of all nationalities. 


She’s Okay Now 


“*] HAVE discovered that I am truly 
an American,” Zuzka wrote, with 
wonder and conviction. “‘Never be- 
jvre did I feel it so strongly as over 
here, in my old home and among my 
own people. I carry the change of six 
and a half years of a new continent, 
new horizons, and new interests with 
me. I was touched to see all the old 
things and places, but I looked at 
them from far away, and there was 
nothing that could bring my 1939 
world back into focus.
